TRIBUTES were this week 
paid to former Black Country 
beauty queen and mother-of- 
one Helen Baker who was 
found dead at her home. 

The family of Miss Baker, who 
was crowned Miss Stourbridge 
Crystal in 1995, have described 
her as fun-loving and kind. 

The former Crestwood School 
pupil was found dead at her home 
in Ragees Road, Kingswinford, on 
December 18. 

She was aged 35 and leaves a 10- 
year-old daughter, Saskia. 

Miss Baker was diagnosed with 
peripheral neuropathy - or nerve 
damage - in August 2009, which 
left her partially disabled. 

Her family say it was a great 
cause of distress to a young woman 
who had always been very active, 
loved dancing and had been a 
member of a leisure centre. 

The cause of her death is not yet 
known. 

Stunning 

Miss Baker’s mother Margaret, 
from Chelford Road, Kingswin¬ 
ford, said her daughter was 20 
years old when she won the title of 
Miss Stourbridge Crystal. 

“She did various charity events 
as a result, which she loved. She 
was a girl who loved the limelight.” 

Mrs Baker added: “She was a 
very, very popular person amongst 
her friends. She was a very emo¬ 
tional, caring person. 

“When Helen walked into a 
room, heads turned.” 

Miss Baker’s friend Lisa 
Redfern said: “On a night out 
Helen would look stunning.” 

Mrs Baker said Helen became 
friendly with members of Take 
That in her early twenties. 

“She briefly went out with a 
friend of Robbie Williams. Robbie 
used to call our house,” she said. 

“She first met them at a club in 
Stoke and even went into Gary 
Barlow’s house in London on one 
occasion.” 

Her mother added: “Helen will 
be sadly missed by all family and 
friends, but most of all by Saskia, 
who will read out a poem she has 
written, at the funeral.”

BUY-BACK FIGHT 
ON MOSQUE SITE 


A BID to buy back land 
earmarked for a 
multi-million pound 
mosque in Dudley town 
I centre has now been lodged 
I with the High Court, it has 
been revealed. 

I Dudley Council bosses approved 
I moves to claim back the land in 
I Hall Street at a meeting in Sep- 
I tember, citing a clause in the land 
I contract as a reason. 

I The clause meant the building had to 
I be substantially completed by the end 
I of December 2008. 

I Since then officials have been 
I preparing an application to the court 
I which has now been submitted. 

I Dudley Council spokesman Chris 
I Howes said: “We have issued the 
I papers in the High Court but do not yet 
I have a date for the hearing.” 

I Dudley Council has set aside 
| £250,000 to cover the cost of the pur¬ 


chase. This includes £140,00 for the 
cost of the land and £110,000 for legal 
costs. 

Outline plans for the new mosque 
and community training and enter¬ 
prise centre were rejected by Dudley 
Council but overturned by the Plan¬ 
ning Inspectorate in Bristol. A High 
Court overturned an appeal against 
the decision by Dudley Council. 

Muslim leaders say the deal was 
compromised when the council refused 
the original planning application for 
the scheme, expected to cost £12 
million. 

Pressing 

Chairman of Dudley Muslim Associ¬ 
ation Kurshid Ahmed said they were 
unaware of the latest move. 

“This is news to us. We have not 
received any notice of this from the 
council or the courts,” he said. 

“It would be wrong to say anything 
more until we have received more 
information.” 

But Mr Ahmed said Dudley Muslim 
Association would be pressing ahead 


with its own plans for the mosque. 
“Our own detailed planning applica¬ 
tion will be submitted in the New Year,” 
he said. “It is something we have con¬ 
tinued to work on and we plan to con¬ 
tinue with.” 

Almost 60,000 people have signed 
three petitions opposing the mosque, 
citing concerns that the site was desig¬ 
nated for employment use, the pro¬ 
posed building would not fit in with the 
medieval character of the town and 
would create traffic problems. 

Overturning the appeal against the 
decision by Dudley Council in 2009, the 
High Court judge ruled the Dudley 
Muslim Association must submit a full 
planning application by July 2011. 

Among the alternative sites for the 
mosque put forward by the council was 
the landmark former Gala Bingo build¬ 
ing in Castle Hill but this was consid¬ 
ered unsuitable by members as it did 
not have “the full support of the com¬ 
munity”. 

The building has since been snapped 
up by Dudley Council for redevelop¬ 
ment. 


Luv-a-duck! Helpers 
quack nests problem 


VOLUNTEERS have helped 
create new nesting boxes at 
Dudley Zoo as a home for ducks 
which live within the grounds of 
the famous castle. 

Carpenters Geoff Benbow, from 
West Bromwich, and Rob Jurczenko, 
from Tipton, gave up their time to 
build the new places for the animals 
to rest their beaks. 

Both used to work at housing 
organisation Sandwell Homes before 
taking voluntary redundancy earlier 
this year. 

Geoff, aged 60, and 58-year-old 
Rob have also repaired the roof of the 
internal viewing area for the orang¬ 


utans, and are making nesting boxes 
for the site’s rare Humboldt pen¬ 
guins. 

Geoff said: “I got involved after a 
friend who volunteers at the zoo told 
me about the scheme. I usually work 
on site a couple of days a week, and 
find it immensely enjoyable.” 

Rob added: “It’s so good to be doing 
something to help around the site 
and we both enjoy the work.”

Housing and advice 
could come together 


A £100,000 revamp to a 
Black Country library is 
proposed to bring housing 
and advice services under 
one roof. 

The Brierley Hill housing 
office and Citizens’ Advice 
Bureau will be moved to the 
town’s library, if plans are 
agreed by finance chiefs. 

But ward councillors are 
concerned about the poten¬ 
tial loss of face-to-face serv¬ 
ices for residents. 

Dudley Council officials 
said the move will create a 
one-stop-shop for all three 
services at the location. The 


council has earmarked 
£80,000 from its budget to 
pay for the move to the 
library, in High Street. 

Another £20,000 has been 
pledged by the Citizens’ 
Advice Bureau to fund the 
renovations. 

Cheeky 

Brierley Hill Councillor 
Zafar Islam said: “I think it is 
a bit cheeky of them to 
announce this just before 
Christmas. “In reality people 
want the face-to-face contact 
with who they are talking 
too. I hope that people will be 


able to find out more about 
this and be consulted.” 

Cabinet member housing 
and libraries, Councillor 
David Simms, said he could 
not rule out shutting the 
Brierley Hill area office, in 
Cottage Street, where 
housing services for the town 
are based. 

However, he said the 
authority was reviewing 
whether to keep a front-of- 
house service for enquiries. 

Council leader, Councillor 
Anne Millward, will make 
the final decision on the 
move in the coming weeks.

Warmth oy for Eric 


as he gets 

A FORMER engineer who spent two 
years without heating after his boiler 
broke down has had warmth restored to 
his home. 

Eric Homer, from Upper Gornal has pul¬ 
monary disease and arthritis. His health 
worsened while he was without heating but 
he was unable to afford a new boiler. 

Mr Homer, who is in his sixties, struggled 
through the winters of 2008 and 2009 using 
only an electric fan heater in the sitting room 
of his first-floor flat. 

But help arrived in the shape of the 
npower Health Through Warmth scheme 
which aims to help vulnerable people whose 
health is made worse by cold, damp living 
conditions, by assisting with the installation 
of heating and insulation. He found out

Restoration delay but 
conversion go-ahead 


Festive 
home 
treat for 
patients 


AN HISTORIC Black Country 
mansion house will be brought 
back to life as apartments after 
plans for its transformation were 
given the go-ahead. 

The Grade II listed Corngreaves 
Hall in Cradley Heath will now be 
transformed into nine apartments 
while plans to construct a new block of 
six houses adjacent to the hall within 
the grounds have also been approved. 

The house dates back to 1780 and has 
been empty since the 1970s. Since then it 
has been hit by metal thieves and arson¬ 
ists. 

The problems have caused hundreds of 
thousands of pounds worth of damage to 
the building. 

Sandwell Council planners welcomed 
the transformation of the landmark site, 
which comes on top of a £3 million project 
to restore the exterior. 

Planning committee member, Councillor 
Roger Horton, said: “This has been going on 
for such a while, it is great to see something 
coming out of it.” 

Objective 

Permission to turn the hall into housing 
had already been granted by Sandwell 
Council in 2006, but no work ever started 
and in August 2010 Corngreaves Hall Ltd 
bought the property with the objective of 
restoring and developing it. 

The latest plans were submitted by 
Corngreaves Hall Ltd which is the freehold 
owner of the Corngreaves Road site. 

Alan Smith, of the West Midlands His¬ 
toric Buildings Trust, which had been 
interested in trying to restore the building, 
has also supported the plans to restore the 
site. 

“I do support bringing the hall back into 
use, particularly for residential use 
because that is what the building was used 
for originally,” he said. 

“That is the best purpose for it.If the job 
is completed sensitively it should be one of 
the best residences in Sandwell.” 

The transformation will see four apart¬ 
ments created on the ground floor, three on 
the first floor and two on the second floor, 
while the new block will feature six terrace-

style two and three storey houses. The 
severe weather before Christmas had 
delayed restoration and put back the com¬ 
pletion until this month. 

Masons and specialist window restorers 
have been working on the hall. It was due 
to be completed by December. 

However, the bad weather combined 
with the challenging nature of the project 
has put the project back. 

Eventually 

Richard Hill, of Bonsers, said before 
Christmas : “We will be working around 
the clock, at weekends and over the Christ¬ 
mas period to keep up with the works.” 

The hall was home to the Attwood family, 
ironmasters during the industrial develop¬ 
ment of the Black Country. 

Ownership eventually passed to 
Sandwell Council, which handed over the 
1.2 acre site to Gr8 Space, of Worcester, in 
August. 




AN INNOVATIVE scheme 
in Dudley has helped resi¬ 
dents across the borough to 
spend Christmas at home 
this year as opposed to 
staying in hospital. 

The service supported 
people who would normally 
need hospital care to receive 
support in their homes and 
by Christmas 148 people 
had benefited. 

Dudley Primary Care 
Trust (PCT) and Dudley 
Council are behind the 
scheme, which is funded as 
part of the PCT’s urgent 
care improvement pro¬ 
gramme. 

People received health 
and social care support from 
an integrated team made up 
of nurses and social 
workers. 

Avoid 

Some people were be able 
to leave hospital to go home 
sooner than they would 
have done, and some people 
were able to avoid going into 
hospital at all. 

Jenny Cale, from the 
PCT, said: “Without this 
service many of these 
patients may have been in 
hospital over the Christmas 
period. 

“By providing a wide 
range of support, we are 
able to help to help people 
overcome their illnesses, be 
able to stay in their own 
home and avoid being read¬ 
mitted to hospital.” 

Councillor Lesley Faulk¬ 
ner, cabinet member for 
adult and community serv¬ 
ices, added: “No one wants 
to spend Christmas away 
from their family and 
friends and without this 
service this may have 
become a reality for these 
patients.”

HARDY HUNTERS gathered for their traditional 
meetings amid scenes unchanged for hundreds of 
years - despite being hit by the big freeze. 

The weather meant one of the biggest local hunts 
broke with tradition by leaving their horses behind. 

The Albrighton Woodland Hunt started off on foot 
from the 350-acre Hagley Park, near Stourbridge, on 
Monday, December 27 with the horses left in stables. 

Around 300 people gathered in front of Hagley Hall 
as 33 traditional English hunting dogs were prepared 
ready to lead off. 

Master huntsman Peter Swann said: “It was not safe 
to do the hunt with horses. With the hard ground and 
the snow it could have led to them injuring themselves. 

“It is frustrating but there was nothing we could do 
about the weather. We are so pleased with the turnout 
and it shows that we still have a lot of support.” 

The hunt followed its traditional path which spans 
from Bridgnorth down to the River Severn at Stour - 
port and then eastwards to Bromsgrove, north to Worn- 
bourne and west back through Claverley. 

Meanwhile hundreds gathered for the Meynell and 
South Staffordshire meet at Blithfield Hall in Admas- 
ton, near Rugeley. The cold weather prevented hunting 
but hundreds turned out anyway. 

Second try on 
homes plan 


CONTROVERSIAL plans 
for new homes on the site of 
a former Dudley drilling 
works will be considered by 
councillors. 

A scheme for 76 homes 
was initially rejected by 
Dudley Council’s planning 
committee, who said the old 
M & J Drilling Works site in 
Holloway Street, Lower 
Gornal, should be protected 
for future employment use. 
But the £ 12million plan has 
been lodged with planners 
again, for 74 homes. 

Jon Rowson of David 
Wilson Homes said the 
revised plans centred on 
“incorrect”comments made 
at Dudley Council’s devel¬ 


opment control committee 
in September. 

Councillors were told 
that the developers had 
refused to agree to a condi¬ 
tion under which they 
would contribute money 
towards public services and 
transport links. They also 
heard that insufficient evi¬ 
dence that the land was no 
longer suitable for employ¬ 
ment had been provided by 
the company. 

Mr Rowson said the firm 
had agreed to pay a contri¬ 
bution of almost £300,000, 
and had met all the 
council’s criteria for 
proving the site was unvi- 
able for jobs. 


Poor pupils will Hospital staff battling 
bring in the cash to get parking permits 


SCHOOLS in the Black Country 
and Staffordshire will get an extra 
£430 for each poor pupil they take 
next year. 

Under the Government’s pupil 
premium scheme, schools will 
receive the money for every pupil 
whose parents have an annual 
income of less than £16,000. Head¬ 
teachers will be encouraged to 
spend the money they get on reduc¬ 
ing class sizes, or on more one-to- 
one tuition. 

The biggest slice of the money 
will go to Sandwell in September 
2011, with schools receiving £4.5m. 

Around 10,500 children are enti¬ 
tled to free school meals in the 
borough. 


Schools in Dudley will be allo¬ 
cated £3.6m for the 8,400 pupils 
who qualify. 

In the first year the policy will 
cost the government £625m and 
that will rise to £2.5bn by 2014. 

But Shadow Business Secretary 
John Denham has said it was cash 
already in the budget simply being 
redistributed. 

He said about two-thirds of 
schools were going to see shrinking 
budgets. 

“It’s a con,” he said. “If it was new 
money going to the poorest pupils, 
then I’m sure we’d be very pleased 
about it. 

“But this is money that’s already 
in the education budget.” 


HOSPITAL staff are having to 
compete for permits to use a new 
£6million multi-storey car park in 
Dudley, leaving some living up to 
five miles away without a space. 

The new rules over who quali¬ 
fies for a parking space at Rus- 
sells Hall Hospital, Dudley, have 
sparked anger from workers who 
have missed out. Staff living 
within a mile of the hospital have 
already been told they will not 
qualifyin a bid to encourage them 
to walk or use public transport. 

But one worker said staff living 
up to five miles away had been 
refused permits while some 
within walking distance had been 
given a parking place. 


The 691-space multi-storey is 
now open, having been built to 
ease congestion on streets near 
the hospital. 

Hospital bosses said permits 
had been allocated on a set of cri¬ 
teria which took other factors as 
well as distance into account. 

They said priority had been 
given to on-call workers, shift 
workers, permanent night 
workers and disabled staff. 

Workers who had to catch three 
or more buses or trains and where 
it would take more than an hour 
to get to work using public trans¬ 
port were also given priority. 

But the worker, who did not 
wish to be named, said: “Not only 


am I not allowed to use this but I 
am not permitted to use any car 
park at the hospital. 

“I start my shift every day at 
around 7am and live five miles 
away. The earliest bus would not 
get me there on time.” 

Paula Clarke, chief executive of 
the Dudley Group of Hospitals 
NHS Trust, said: “The criteria 
was how often staff used their 
cars, how far away they live and 
the feasibility of using public 
transport. Priority was given to 
those who would have to catch 
three or more buses or trains or 
those for who it would take more 
than one hour to get in using 
public transport.” 


Former JP and Inner 
Wheel president dies 



A FORMER chairman of Dudley 
Magistrates and keen charity 
worker has died aged 94. 

Florence Wilson, known to family 
and friends by her middle name of 
Vera, was born in Dudley in 1916 
during the First World War. 

The great-grandmother lived in the area 
until nine years ago when she moved near 
Nantwich to be near her son. 

Mrs Wilson passed away in St Cather¬ 
ine’s Care Home. 

She first became a magistrate in 1965, 
going on to be deputy chairman of the 
Dudley Bench from 1980-1985 and then 
chairman in 1986, work which she “very 
much enjoyed” according to her son, Dr 
Michael Wilson. 

Mrs Wilson, who was a member of the 
Conservative party, was also part of the 
Dudley Inner Wheel and her husband 
Norman, who passed away in 1991, was a 
Dudley Rotarian. 

Dr Wilson, who is married to Tricia and 
has five children and 10 grandchildren, 
said his mother had an active social life and 
was well known in Dudley. 

‘Mother was quite stoical; rarely did she 
complain about anything — except if she 
couldn’t get her weekly coiffure - and I 
cannot recall her ever being ill, not even 
during her final days,” Dr Wilson, a former

pupil at Dudley Grammar School, said. 

“She was the youngest of five daughters 
of Ethel and Arthur Brazenell and long out¬ 
lived them all as she frequently reminded 
me.” 

The father, Arthur, was a cobber at the 
family home in Wellington Road, Dudley, 
where Mrs Wilson grew up. 

After leaving school, she went into cleri¬ 
cal work and soon met Norman, whom she 
married aged 23 with only child Michael 
born within a year. 

Excitement 

Mrs Wilson, who enjoyed watching 
cricket, snooker and speedway, helped out 
with meals-on-wheels in Dudley, as well as 
the family planning clinic at Holly Hall. 

She joined Dudley Inner Wheel in the 
early 1950s and became president of the 
branch in 1960, remaining a member until 
she moved to Nantwich. 

Dr Wilson added: “I remember how she 
particularly enjoyed the excitement of elec¬ 
tions, when she would be out canvassing, 
and on Election Day itself taking support¬ 
ers to vote and going to the count after the 
polls closed. 

“She was dignified, non-judgmental, had 
a great sense of duty, dependable and com¬ 


passionate. No wonder therefore that she 
made a good magistrate but also a mum 
who I have loved and been very proud.” 

Dr Wilson added: “Whilst dad would reg¬ 
ularly watch television in the evening, I 
can see mum now in the breakfast room at 
home in Tansley Hill Road reading the 
Express & Star and would not happily go to 
bed until she had completed the crossword. 


“She remained a crossword fan until her 
mind gave up on her, about three years ago. 

“She was a very fine cook as many of you 
will attest having seen the girth of my 
father’s waistline! 

“Mother always liked to look smart and 
was anxious that her hair was neat and 
tidy.” 

Mrs Wilson died in November. 


Icelandic banks 
to return £3.2m 


Home collections launch 
as snow hits charities 


ABOUT £3.2million of tax¬ 
payers’ money lost when an 
Icelandic bank went bust 
will be recovered within two 
years, bosses claim.

in administration. 

Centro spokesman Mark 
Langford said: “The timing 
of the return will depend on 
the economic climate. 

“In October a fifth 
payment of £167,662 was 
received, making total pay¬ 
ments to date £ 1.839m or 
45.39p in the pound.” 

Wyre Forest District 
Council is chasing £3m 
from Landsbanki. 


Scrap plans 
thrown out 

PLANS for a scrap metal 
processing site in Rowley 
Regis have been refused 
by planners after objec¬ 
tions. David Fellows, of 
M&S Alloys, Pleasant 
Street, West Bromwich, 
wanted to create the site 
on the vacant building 
contractor’s yard in 
Portway Road. 

There were concerns 
over smells, pollution, 
traffic, dirt and noise. 
Environmental health 
were worried it would be 
too close to houses. 


CHARITY shops across the 
Black Country have launched 
collection services from 
people’s homes after dona¬ 
tions fell in the big freeze. 

The British Heart Founda¬ 
tion says donations fell by 80 
per cent at the height of the 
freeze.

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Council’s £2.7m bill 
for supply teachers 


MORE than £2.7 milli on 
has been spent on recruit¬ 
ing and paying supply 
teachers in Dudley 
schools in just 12 months, 
it emerged today. 

The money has been paid 
to teaching agencies for 
recruiting and supplying 
teachers to 90 schools 
across the borough, includ¬ 
ing costs for staff brought in 
to supervise exams. 

Supply teaching costs for 
Dudley’s seven special 
schools reached 

£404,379.46, while the 63 
primary schools have had 


£1,040,342.62 worth and 
£1,290,060.66 has been 
paid for teachers and 
workers at the borough’s 20 
secondary schools. 

Dudley Council spokes¬ 
woman Katherine Finney 
said: “These costs do not 
simply relate to supply 
teacher posts. 

Agencies 

“They may also cover 
costs for other areas of 
work, which may include 
work carried out with exam 
boards and agencies 
working on behalf of schools 


on recruitment. Supply 
teachers are used by schools 
for a number of reasons, 
such as covering sickness, 
maternity leave and other 
short and long term staff 
absences.” 

She said each school was 
responsible for its own 
recruitment procedures, 
including the hiring of 
supply teachers. 

“They sometimes choose 
to recruit supply teachers 
through agencies because 
they find this to be the most 
cost effective method,” she 
added.

Hill Tavern pub may 
be calling last orders 


NEARLY a fifth of people 
living in the UK are 
expected to celebrate 
their 100th birthday, the 
Government says.

A BLACK Country pub which suffered 
from poor trade through the recession 
could be calling last orders for the final 
time after its owners sold it off to 
become a housing development. 

The Hill Tavern pub, in Watson’s Green 
Road, Kates Hill, Dudley, is still open at the 
moment but has been trading at a loss over 
the past few years. 

Plans to demolish the pub and build eight 
three- and four-bedroomed houses on the site 
will go before Dudley Council’s development 
control committee next Monday. 

The pub has been sold to Birmingham 
company Real Estate Investors Pic, which 
has submitted plans to Dudley Council to 
turn the pub into . 


In a design statement, applicant Mr Paul 
Bassi, from Real Estate Investors, said: “The 
public house is still currently trading, but 
based on current and previous trade figures 
it cannot continue to trade at a loss. 

“It has proven to be an unviable commer¬ 
cial business and has been recently sold by 
its owners as a potential development site 
due to its trading losses over the last few 
years. 

“The development of this unviable public 
house site can only have positive benefits on 
the surrounding properties.” 

He said the houses would be aimed at first¬ 
time buyers and families. 

Two letters of objection have been received 
by the council, relating to traffic and parking 
concerns.

Golden nectar at 
old brewhouse 


AN HISTORIC micro 
brewery in the Black 
Country is fighting back 
against cheap booze in 
supermarkets with a 
range of popular ales. 

Black Country Ales, based 
at the Old Bulls Head, Lower 
Gornal, supplies beer for 26 
pubs across the West Mid¬ 
lands. 

The tipples are brewed in a 
small outbuilding at the back of 
the pub and then distributed by 
the firm’s one driver. 

Market 

That site was used from 1840 
for about 150 years, until the 
business died out as trade fell. 

But it was brought back to life 
by brewer Guy Perry seven years 
ago when he suggested to land¬ 
lord Angus McMeeking that there

was a market for real ale. 

Since then business has been 
booming and the company 
recently started selling beer to 
Wether spoons. 

Real ale is a rare bright spot in 
the UK’s beer industry. 

While total beer sales fell four 
per cent in the year to 2009 - 
erasing 1.3m barrels from con¬ 
sumption — cask beer did not spill 
a drop. 

Craft ales brewed in micro¬ 
breweries account for eight per 
cent of Britain’s total beer 
market, according to the Cask 
Report, and make up 15 per cent 
of all beers sold in pubs, bars and 
other so-called on-trade venues. 

About 13,000 pints are pro¬ 
duced each week at the Old Bulls 
Head using the brewery’s three 
fermenting vessels. 

Guy spends hours each day 
toiling away to get the perfect 


pint. He said: “It’s hard work and 
this is only really a small opera¬ 
tion but we’re committed to pro¬ 
ducing great beer.” 

The brewery produces three 
main ales - Bradley’s Finest 
Golden (BFG), Pig on the Wall 
and Fireside Bitter. 

Its newest creation is Dudley 
Pale Ale, which launched for the 
town’s ale festival earlier last 
month. 

A basic ale recipe is used and 
then tweaked for each brand. 

Supply 

Some have more hops, while 
others have more of a malt taste. 

The total brewing process takes 
a week and there are always three 
loads of ale being produced at any 
time, to keep the supply chain 
going. 

A third of a ton of malt is poured 
into a huge vessel at the start, 
before 4,500 pints of water are 


added and about 1001b of hops. It 
is then pumped into a fermenter 
and left there for six days. 

Brewery director Martin 
Wilkins said there were plans to 
extend the brewery but they did 
not want to lose its family atmos¬ 
phere. 

“We’ve had the idea before of 
spending £500,000 on a new 
building,” he said. 

“But then we would have 
higher targets to reach and it 
would change they way we work,” 
he said. 

Martin has plans to turn the 
brewery into a visitor centre, 
though, so customers can see 
exactly how the ale they are 
drinking is made. 

He added: “There’s nothing 
better than a pint of locally 
brewed ale. 

“I think people prefer that to 
the mass produced lagers of the 
supermarket.”

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Big bill 
to lease 
empty 
centre 


NEARLY £450,000 was 
spent by Dudley Council 
leasing the ailing, almost 
empty Crown Centre 
shopping mall in Stour¬ 
bridge, it has emerged. 

The money was paid to 
Modus Properties, which 
sub-leases the centre to 
the council. In the past 
year, this has cost taxpay¬ 
ers £448,404. 

Delays in a £50million 
transformation of the 
town centre, which 
includes demolishing and 
rebuilding the Crown 
Centre and neighbouring 
Bell Street multi-storey 
car park, have meant the 
council has been unable to 
dispose of its lease on the 
site until now. 

Had it been able to hand 
over the lease to the 
project developers when 
plans were first approved 
in 2008, the council could 
have saved up to £1.5m. 

Office 

Supermarket giant 
Tesco has now taken 
charge of the project and 
bought the lease on the 
site in October. 

Tesco’s plans include a 
60,000sq ft store, a 550- 
space underground car 
park, new shops in Crown 
Lane with office space 
above, a foodcourt and 
improvements to Town 
Square 

Deputy council leader 
Councillor Les Jones, said: 
“We charged rent on the 
shops, then pretty much 
all of that went to Modus 
to pay for the lease. 

“We want to see the 
development take place, 
so when Tesco asked for 
our lease we were happy to 
sign it over.” 

Delays in the project 
also meant additional 
expense for the council in 
maintenance costs on the 
buildings. The council has 
had to pay £47,636 on 
repairs and maintenance 
to Bell Street multi-storey 
car park since 2007.

A SCANDINAVIAN car 
enthusiast turned to a Dudley 
dealership to secure one of the 
last batch of MG TF sports 
models . 

And he didn’t let a spot of 
wintry weather deter him from 
coming to the UK to pick up his 
vehicle. 

Peter Edqvist was a day late for his 
600-mile appointment to pick up the 
soft-top roadster after suffering flight- 
mdelays - and the loss of his luggage 
— on his journey from eastern Sweden 
to Birmingham Airport. 

But he finally made it to Summit 
Garage in Himley Road, Gornal, on 
the Tuesday before Christmas to take 
the keys of his fourth MG sports car. 

The brand has not been imported to 
Sweden since the collapse of MG five 


years ago and its subsequent takeover 
by Chinese owners. 

So Mr Edqvist, who works in 
Human Resources for mobile phone 
firm Ericsson, contacted British 
dealers and eventually chose to buy 
from Summit’s John Newey because 
he felt he was an enthusiast as well as 
a dealer. 

“This is my fourth MG sports car 
and I like them a lot,” Mr Edqvist said. 

Compact 

“They are very nice to drive, partic¬ 
ularly with studded tyres in our 
winter. I bought my current MG TF in 
2005. It has served me well but now 
has very high mileage.” 

He explained that he prefers MGs 
over the Saabs and Volvos of his home¬ 
land because of his liking for compact 
roadsters. “Volvo and Saab make good 
cars but they do not make small sports 


cars,” he added. Mr Edqvist, aged 60, 
is president of the Swedish Federa¬ 
tion of Historic Car Clubs and owns a 
collection of classic cars at his home in 
Norrkoping. 

Mr Newey admitted he was sur¬ 
prised that his Swedish customer had 
made it at all, bearing in mind the 
traffic chaos which had blighted the 
UK in recent days.

ROYAL MAIL paid out more than 
£600,000 compensation in just 
one year after tens of thousands of 
complaints about lost and 
damaged post in the West Mid¬ 
lands and Staffordshire, latest 
figures reveal. 

Payouts rose by £133,000 in 2009- 
10, fuelled by a significant increase in 
Sandwell and Birmingham where the 
bill for compensation topped 
£441,000. 

The payouts follow 54,000 complaints 
resulting in 29,000 payments at an 
average of £18. 

Data for the B, WV, WS, DY and ST post¬ 
codes covering the Black Country, Birm¬ 
ingham, Kidderminster and Staffordshire 
areas shows that most complaints in the 
region are about lost mail, but other 
payouts follow damage, delays or delivery 
to an incorrect addresses. 

Ratio 

Dudley, Stourbridge and Kidderminster 
residents made 4,300 complaints at a cost 
of £35,000, while the ST postcode covering 
Stafford, Stone and north Staffordshire 
saw £86,965 paid for 9,800 complaints. 

In Wolverhampton 6,000 complaints 
resulted in payments of £44,000, while in 
the WS post code for Walsall, Cannock and 
Lichfield there were 5,400 complaints 
costing the Royal Mail £49,000. 

About 54 per cent of all complaints 
resulted in a payout with the highest pay¬ 
ments to complaints ratio in Walsall, 
Cannock and Lichfield at 57 per cent.

A VODKA bar set up without permis¬ 
sion in a Black Country high street 
faces being shut down by the council 
following complaints from nearby res¬ 
idents.

Owner Jimmy Lee applied for retrospec¬ 
tive planning permission in October but 
was refused due to the potential noise dis¬ 
turbance from the bar. 

He has vowed to appeal any enforcement 
action and accused the council of being “all 
about the money”.

Pair targeted charity 
shops in thefts spree 


TWO shoplifters have avoided jail 
after going on a theft spree at charity 
shops in a Black Country town centre. 

Tracey Brettle, aged 47, and Christopher 
Dixon, 45, stole clothes from four shops in 
Stourbridge during an afternoon. They 
were both given conditional discharges 
when they appeared at Dudley Magis¬ 
trates Court on December 29. 

Brettle received 18 months and Dixon 12 
months.This means that they will not 
immediately be punished, but if they re¬ 
offend within those periods they will be 
sentenced for both these crimes and any 
new offences. 

Both pleaded guilty to four counts of 
shoplifting and Dixon also admitted being 


in possession of amphetamines. The small 
bag of drugs was found in his sock when he 
was searched at Stourbridge Police Station 
after being arrested, said Mr Barry 
Sealeaf, prosecuting. 

Schizophrenia 

The pair took a £5 pair of men’s shoes 
from Happy Staffie Rescue in Market 
Street, a £1.99 pair of men’s slippers from 
Scope, also in Market Street, a men’s polo 
shirt worth £4 from the Cats Protection 
League in High Street, and men’s trousers 
costing £33.95 from the Extra Care Chari¬ 
table Trust in the Crown Centre. 

The pair, who are both unemployed, stole 
the clothes for Brettle’s partner to wear at 
an appointment the next day with social 


services over gaining access to his son, said 
Mrs Amanda Tomkins, defending for 
Brettle. Dixon lives with Brettle and her 
partner at the home he owns in Spencer 
Court, Stourbridge, Mrs Tomkins said. 

Staff at the Extra Care shop called police 
on December 15 after seeing the pair steal 
the trousers.

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More moves to establish 
‘fair play’ over handouts 


I HOPE that all readers had a restful and enjoyable 
Christmas and new year break. 

As we return to work after the festive season and our minds 
turn back to the hustle and bustle of daily life and work I 
thought it might be useful to highlight a key Government 
policy of making sure that work pays and rewarding those 
hard working Dudley families who do the right thing. 

The welfare system must look after the most vulnerable, 
but it must also reflect the British sense of fair play. That 
means no family, unless they have disabilities to cope with, 
should get more from living on benefits than the average 
family gets from going out to work. 

So we are introducing a cap - a maximum limit on benefits 
for those out of work, set at the level that the average working 
family earns. That means money to families who need it — but 
not more money than families from Dudley who go out to 
work. 

The fact that, under Labour, it was possible for those out of 
work to receive more than the

average working family illus¬ 
trates the urgent need for welfare 
reform. Labour’s unreformed 
welfare system was also finan¬ 
cially unaffordable and morally 
indefensible, trapping millions in 
poverty. 

By opposing our plans for a cap, 
Labour have made it clear that 
they want their open ended 
chequebook of welfare payments 
to continue. Labour set them¬ 
selves against fair play, asking 
the less well off in Dudley to pay 
more in benefits to workless 
households than the average 
working family earns. 

We believe that work should 
equal reward but that no-one 
should be able to abuse the gen¬ 
erosity of British taxpayers. 
That's why this Government has 
also made it clear that we will 
take action to tackle unacceptable 
bank bonuses and expect the 
support of the banking industry 
in delivering this. So, unlike 
Labour, we have taken unilateral 
action to introduce a permanent 
bank levy. 

Bonus talks between banks and 
senior ministers are ongoing. 
Chancellor George Osborne and 
Business Secretary Vince Cable 
have met with senior bankers to 
discuss remuneration restraint 
and boosting bank lending to 


support growth. Representatives 
from Barclays, HSBC, Santander, 
RBS and Lloyds attended. 

Banks have put forward a £200 
billion business lending proposal. 
Senior bankers - including those 
from Barclays and HSBC - pre¬ 
sented a plan to ministers that 
would involve a pledge to lend 
£200 billion to businesses, includ¬ 
ing £70 billion specifically for 
smaller companies of the kind we 
have so many of in our own 
Borough. The so-called project 
Merlin proposals also included a 
promise for restraint on bonuses. 

Prosperous 

It is worth pointing out that the 
new bank levy came into force on 
1 January at an increased rate. 
The Government will also impose 
a unilateral permanent levy on 
bank balance sheets from 1 
January 2011 with an increased 
rate. The rate for 2011 will be 0.05 
per cent, rather than 0.04 
percent, and it will rise to 0.075 
per cent from 2012, instead of the 
0.07 per cent announced in June - 
good news for all Dudley taxpay¬ 
ers. 

Other action from this Govern¬ 
ment includes setting up an Inde¬ 
pendent Commission on Banking 
to take action on unacceptable 
bank bonuses. The Independent 


Commission on Banking will look 
at structural and non-structural 
measures to reform the banking 
system and promote competition. 

The Government is also 
working with international part¬ 
ners on imposing a tax on 
bankers’pay and profits. Working 
with international partners, the 
Government is exploring the costs 
and benefits of a Financial Activi¬ 
ties Tax on profits and remunera¬ 
tion. 

In addition the Financial Serv¬ 
ices Authority has revised its 
bankers’ pay rules to prevent 
bankers risking the health of 
their banks. 

Separately, the FSAhas revised 
its remuneration code and from 1 
January 2011 bonuses for mate¬ 
rial risk-takers will have to be 
deferred over a number of years 
and linked to the performance of 
the bank employee and their firm. 
Significant portions of these 
bonuses will have to be paid in 
shares or other securities rather 
than in cash. This will help stop 
bankers from taking actions that 
will harm the long-term health of 
the banks they work for in return 
for immediate cash rewards. 

So, finally, as the new year gets 
underway I would like to wish all 
readers a happy and prosperous 
new year.

Becky 
arrived at the event at Dudley’s 
Russells Hall Hospital Social Club 
in a pink limo. 

Her cousin, Rachel Hopkinson, 
aged 32, said: “Becky loved going to 
Anfield and meeting all of the 
players, especially Steven Gerrard. 
She didn’t stop smiling all day after 
that.” 

Miss Hopkinson said of former 
Crestwood School pupil Becky: 
“She was a little fighter right to the 
end. She didn’t want to let it beat 
her but unfortunately she just ran 
out of time.” 

She said Becky wanted her 
funeral, which was held at Gornal 
Wood Crematorium, to be a cele¬ 
bration of her life.

FEARS have been expressed 
over the future of a historic 
mosaic when it is removed 
during a £50 million overhaul of 
a Black Country shopping 
centre. 

The artwork, which depicts Stour¬ 
bridge’s coat-of-arms, is to be taken 
up when work begins at the town’s 
ailing Crown Centre. 

Stourbridge Township Council 
says it has been assured the mosaic 
will be restored to the centre once the 
redevelopment is finished but claims 
there are still unanswered questions. 

Members of the watchdog group 
are concerned they still have not been 
told where the mosaic will be sited in 
the new-look centre. And they are 
worried about how it will be removed 
from the floor of the existing centre. 

They say the mosaic is already 
cracked from when it was moved to 
the centre from its original location 
at the former Odeon Cinema, now 
Wilkinson’s, in the High Street. 

And they fear it could be damaged 
further during the next move. 

The township council says it will be 
seeking answers before any work 
begins. 

Plans for the revamp of the Crown 
Centre, which includes the creation 
of a 60,000sq ft Tesco superstore, 
have already been submitted to 
Dudley Council. 

Township council chairman Mar¬ 
garet Scott said members would be 
keeping a close eye on what was hap¬ 
pening when work started. 

The mosaic, which dates back to 
the 1920s, was rediscovered in 1996 
when demolition started on the old 
cinema building in preparation for

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Crossroad safety 
fear after crashes 


SAFETY fears have been 
raised over a “nightmare” 
crossroads in Stourbridge 
after two recent crashes iand 
a number of near misses. 

There have been calls for action 
to improve safety before someone 
is killed. 

Drivers cutting across the busy 
A4036 Pedmore Road from Ceme¬ 
tery Road, Lye, have been 
involved in smashes. Recently 
four people were injured . 

About 30 residents have 
launched a campaign to get the 
layout of the junction changed 
and ban people from driving 
straight ahead or turning right. 


Ward councillor Mohammed 
Hanif is setting up a public 
meeting with highways chiefs in 
the new year. 

He said: “We are fed up with 
this and we want something done 
before someone is killed. There 
are near misses every day and I’m 
surprised there haven’t been 
more bad crashes.” 

Theere were two crashed in 
December in which four people 
suffered minor injuries. 

Councillor Hanif said he feared 
the next crash could be fatal. 

Resident Neil Marshall, 41, of 
Pedmore Road, said: “I’ve been 
driving down Pedmore Road and 
people have just pulled out in 


front of me.It’s such a busy junc¬ 
tion that I don’t think it’s their 
fault. 

“The main road is three lanes 
wide and I don’t think they realise 
how difficult it is to get across.” 

But Mark Edwards, 29, of 
Cemetery Road, said: “Traffic is 
already bad enough around here 
and we don’t want it made any 
worse.

HEARING the clunk of a steel hammer against 
the links of a chain, you would expect the person 
doing the battering to be a brawny man rather 
than a nine-year-old girl. 

Sarann Bradney has been going to Mushroom 
Green Chain Shop, in Netherton, since she was just 
three months old to watch her father Mick at work. 

Mick is the sixth generation of chainmakers and is 
keen to teach the skills that have been passed down to 
him from his great-great-great grandfather, who was 
from Mushroom Green. 

His family had a chain shop in the village for around 
200 years and he grew up surrounded by the industry. 

Different 

Standing by the red-hot furnace at the Quarry Road 
chain making museum, Mick says: “As we waited for 
the bus in the morning to take us to Corngreaves 
School we would stand by the fires to keep warm. 

“There were chainmakers, fires and furnaces every¬ 
where round here. People can’t imagine it these days, 
but even at 5am you would hear the hammers going.”

Mick, who works at Solid Stampings, in Cradley 
Heath, recalls how his father Arthur would take him 
to various chainmaking workshops. The young lad 
would cautiously stand by the doors and watch the 
men at working on the huge links. 

“It was something I always wanted to do,” says 
Mick, now 61.“From the age of five my dad would put 
me by the fire with a piece of iron, a pair of tongues and 
a hammer, and let me play. 

“At that time there weren’t any women chainmak¬ 
ers, although I know that my grandmother and her 
mother had done it.” 

Mick still uses a hammer that is around 100 years 
old and was used by his great-grandmother. 

“I see hammers like this in museums, but because 
I’m a traditional chainmaker I still use the old equip¬ 
ment passed down to me,” he says. 

“The last women chainmaker was Lucy Woodall, 
but I’m keen to pass the skills on to the next genera¬ 
tion. I’ve taught my wife Annette how to make chain 
and watching her learn these forgotten skills is like 
seeing a dinosaur come back to life.” 

Mick lives in Trejon Road, Cradley Heath with 
Annette and daughter Sarann. 

Annette says she has watched Mick making chain 
for years and then in May decided to give it a go. “I 
took to it within weeks,” says Annette, aged 46. 

“A few months ago I did my first demonstration at 
the Mushroom Green shop and then went over to the 
Black Country Living Museum. Once you’re into it, 
chainmaking is addictive. I would like to teach other 
women.” 

Original 

The Mushroom Green chain shop dates from the 
1950s and is run by Dudley Council. Records show 
chainmaking in Mushroom Green in 1810. Workers 
who made nails adapted their hearths to make chain. 

By the end of the 19th century most properties in 
Mushroom Green had a chain shop close to them and 
several survived into the 20th century. 

Only one remains in its original form, having been 
restored by the council and the Black Country Society. 

Sarann, a pupil at Timbertree Primary School, in 
Valley Road, Cradley Heath, says she has grown up 
watching her dad making chain. 

“I have been coming down to Mushroom Green 
since I was little. “I’ve always been interested in it and 
want to be a metal work artist. I’m a different girl to 
the others at school as they are into new clothes and 
shoes,” she says. 

“I think I’m better off than them because I have a 
loving family — and my chainmaking.”

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Reptiles 

could 

stop 

manor 

scheme 

BATS and reptiles 
could put a stop to con¬ 
troversial plans to 
build homes within 
the grounds of a Black 
Country manor house, 
it has emerged. 

Plans to build 14 
houses in the shadow of 
the listed Georgian 
Wordsley Manor has 
been recommended for 
refusal by Dudley 
Council planning offi¬ 
cers. 

Developer Selbourne 
Homes had tried to 
appease planning offi¬ 
cers by ensuring the 
animals would be pro¬ 
tected. 

But in a report to the 
council’s development 
control committee 

meeting, planning offi¬ 
cers said the strategy 
“would not ensure the 
provision of suitable 
measures to protect the 
species”. 

Deferred 

Committee members, 
who have the final say on 
the plans, had deferred 
their decision in order to 
visit the site themselves. 

In a report to the 
meeting, officers say: “In 
the absence of a suitable 
mitigation strategy that 
is able to preserve the 
conservation status of 
reptiles and bats the 
local planning authority 
retains its view, that the 
benefits of the proposed 
development do not out¬ 
weigh the harm of the 
proposed development, 
with respect to protected 
species and the wider 
wildlife corridor.” 

Selbourne Homes 
managing director Gavin 
Warr, in public corre¬ 
spondence to planning 
officers, said: “It would 
be a huge disappoint¬ 
ment for everyone con¬ 
cerned if the application 
does not go to committee 
with a recommendation 
for approval.” 

He added: “Following 
literally years of negotia¬ 
tion we seem to have lost 
sight of the bigger 
picture here. 

Residence 

“This is maybe the 
opportunity to save one 
of the most unique and 
important buildings in 
the borough as a single 
private residence.” 

Mr Warr added: “I 
believe the need for a 
‘total redesign’ and ‘loss 
of units’ is unnecessary 
and will inevitably 
render the whole scheme 
unviable with no money 
available for restoration 
of the Manor House 
which is, of course, the 
wider objective.” 

More than 100 people 
signed a petition against 
the proposals which have 
been submitted to 
Dudley Council by devel¬ 
oper Selbourne Homes 
which is now waiting on 
its decision. 

Natural England - 
aimed at conserving and 
enhancing the natural 
environment - opposed 
the plans, though it said 
it would “adversely affect 
the conservation status 
of widespread reptiles 
and bats”. 

A decision will be made 
by councillors on the 
scheme at the meeting 
which is to be held on 
January 10 at Dudley 
Council house, in Priory 
Road, Dudley, starting at 
6pm. 

New bridge on 
the right lines 

A NEW railway bridge 
has been installed in 
Birmingham. The 3,800- 
ton bridge deck has been 
wheeled into place in 
Selly Oak to carry the 
cross-city line between 
Redditch and Lichfield. 


Decision awaited on homes 


Residents in Hagley are on the 
verge of finding out whether they 
have won their year-long battle 
against plans for a controversial 
housing scheme. 

They have been fighting against 
proposals for land at the rear of 
houses in Brook Crescent and 
Western Road, Hagley. An appeal 
has been submitted by developers 
after original plans were rejected 
by Bromsgrove District Council. 


More than 200 residents have 
objected to the plans, submitted 
by developers Kite and Billing- 
ham. A decision is imminent. 

Hagley Parish Council had 
urged residents to write to the 
Planning Inspectorate in Bristol, 
which will decide the appeal. 

Parish council chairman Steve 
Colella said: “We have backed our 
objections up with facts and hope¬ 
fully the inspector will take them 


into account.” Governors at 
Hagley Primary School have also 
raised concerns that they could 
not cope with pupil influx. 

Mr Colella said that the local 
infrastructure would not be able to 
cope. He said there would be 
increased traffic, while doctors’ 
surgeries would be over-sub- 
scribed. Residents say the homes 
would not be in keeping with the 
character of the area. 


Firms queuing to 
build new £8.8m 
leisure centre 


BIDS FROM construction companies 
across Europe are being sought to build a 
new multi-million pound leisure centre in 
Tipton. 

The new £8.8million leisure centre, includ¬ 
ing a 25-metre swimming pool, will be built to 
transform vacant land.

A PLAN for almost 100 
new houses on a college 
campus site in Dudley is 
set to move a step closer 
as councillors examine 
proposals for road access 
as part of the scheme. 

Dudley College hopes 
to sell its Castle View 
Campus, off The Parade, 
as a housing develop¬ 
ment to help pay for a 
new teaching complex in 
the town centre. 

It has already won 
outline permission for 97 
homes on the site, and 
the council’s planning 
committee will discuss 
access at the meeting on 
January 10. 

Exciting 

The plans show how 
car access to the site will 
be from The Parade, 
while current access 
points into the college 
from King Edmund 
Street and Castle View 
downgraded to pedes¬ 
trian access only. 

Principal Lowell 
Williams said it was a 
“fantastically exciting” 
time for the college. 

But seven objections 
have been received, two 
from the same person. 

Among them was a 
letter from the Rev 
Andrew Wickens, of St 
James The Great, Eve 
Hill, who objected to the 
proposals as his congre¬ 
gation use the campus 
grounds to park during 
weekend services. 

He said there was 
“acute” lack of on-street 
parking due to double 
yellow lines on streets 
near the grade II listed 
church. 

The college plans to 
create a new “learning 
quarter” in Dudley town 
centre.

above a certain figure, 
according to EU legisla¬ 
tion, must be published. 
The Tipton project will be 
advertised in the journal 
until midday on January 
24. 

Sandwell Council’s 
cabinet member for jobs 
and economy, Councillor 
Ian Jones, said it marked 
an “important step 
forward” for the plans. 

Piazza 

He said: “We look 
forward to receiving bids 
from construction com¬ 
panies who want to work 
with us to create a 21st 
century swimming 
complex that will replace 
the current ageing pool 
and serve the people of 
Tipton for the future.” 

A landscaped urban 
piazza will be one of the 
features of the centre. 

A first floor fitness 
suite will have 50 fitness 
stations and community 
space. 

The room will open 
onto the piazza and have 
views of Workhouse 
Bridge. 

Councillor Ann Shack - 
leton added: “Providing 
quality leisure facilities 
is vital for helping people 
to stay active and well, 
and this new centre for 
Tipton will be a real boost 
for the local community.” 

The pool is being built 
on part of the Little 
Burton estate in Tipton 
which was formerly occu¬ 
pied by housing.

Nightclub is 
refused over 
crime worry 

PLANS for a new nightclub in the heart of 
Stourbridge have been rejected by councillors 
amid police concerns over crime. 

The derelict former Chippers club, above Shipleys 
games arcade in High Street, would have been 
turned into a late night bar and club. But councillors 
refused to grant a drinks licence for the club. 

They had 


concerns 
about noise and anti¬ 
social behaviour from 
revellers. 

Applicants Christo¬ 
pher Watson and 
Stephen Peters wanted a 
licence to serve alcohol 
and play live and 
recorded music at the 
premises until 2am. Mr 
Watson was disap¬ 
pointed by the decision. 

Stourbridge Councillor 
Nic Barlow said he 
feared the town was 
already becoming more 
like Birmingham’s Broad 
Street hotspot. 

Prospect 

He wants other late 
night attractions such as 
restaurants, to entice a 
range of people into the 
town. “Stourbridge 
needs more restaurants 
for families rather than 
just more nightclubs 
with the prospect of 
people being put off by 
more groups of young 
people,” he said. 

The club would have 
catered for up to 200 
people. West Midlands 
Police told the committee 
that the club would have 
fallen within a desig¬ 
nated area in the town 
which restricts further 
drinking establishments 
being opened unless they 
could commit to curbing 
anti-social behaviour. 


New office for tenants 


A NEW £210,000 office for Black 
Country tenants running their own 
estate is being opened. 

Boscobel Tenant Management 
Organisation’s new offices in Park 
Lane, Tipton will act as a point of 
contact for residents to pass on any 
concerns they may have to the tenants’ 
organisation. 

Pensioners living on the once-trou¬ 
bled estate decided to take control of 
the area earlier this year. 

After seven years in the pipeline, 
official approval was finally given to 


Boscobel Tenants Management Organ¬ 
isation, meaning that the estate of 128 
homes is now independent of the 
council. 

Councillor Simon Hackett, Sandwell 
Council cabinet member for housing, 
said: “The tenants on the Boscobel 
Estate in Tipton asked to manage their 
own homes as a tenant management 
organisation. 

“This is something that tenants can 
ask to do, using legislation in the 
Housing Acts usually known as ‘the 
right to manage’.”

Metro track to close 
for vital maintenance 


A SECOND closure of the 
Midland Metro will take place 
this year, transport bosses 
have revealed. 

The track will be closed between 
Sandwell and Wolverhampton 
during the Easter holidays in order 
for vital maintenance work to take 
place. 

It is set to cause problems for the 
thousands of people who use the 
tram to commute between Wolver¬ 
hampton and Birmingham. The 
Metro will be closed from and 
including Bradley Lane and 
Wolverhampton St George’s from 
the early hours of April 17 and will 
reopen on April 21. 


Steve Swingler, media manager 
at Centro, said: “We have chosen to 
do it during the half term when the 
line is quiet.” 

The Metro is undergoing a raft of 
improvements costing £400,000 
which has already involved it 
closing during the last week of 
October between Sandwell and 
Birmingham Snow Hill while over¬ 
head power lines were upgraded. 
Transport authority Centro and 
Travel Midland Metro are carrying 
out the work to ensure reliability of 
the tram line. 

The upgrade will replace the sup¬ 
ports to the overhead power lines 
with new materials that enjoy a 
lifespan of 20 to 30 years. Work 


carried out next spring will result 
in the closure of lines between 
Wednesbury Parkway and Priest- 
field. 

Sophie Allison, Metro partner¬ 
ships manager at Centro, said: 
“Centro and Travel Midland Metro 
are committed to working together 
to make sure Metro passengers get 
the best tram service possible. 

“It is already the West Midlands’ 
most reliable mode of transport and 
this overhead line upgrade will 
maintain its great record.” 

She added the closure was 
“unfortunate” but added if lines 
were not closed the work would 
take a lot longer to carry out.

doors gig in the summer, writes 
Mike Woods. 

The group, along with with 
American guitar virtuoso Joe 
Bonamassa and former Dream 
Theatre keyboard player Derek 
Sherinian, released their debut 
album in September. 

They set their heart on playing 
in the Black Country as soon as 
the band’s name was picked. 

Plaques 

Hughes said by email after the 
gig: “I have felt so proud to have 
our first show at a venue where it 
all started for me. We are buzzin’ 
about the show on the tour bus.” 

Just before the gig, Bonham and 
Hughes were inducted into 
Wolverhampton’s Rock Wall of 
Fame with plaques bearing their 
names added to the wall at the 
Civic Hall. 

Speaking before the show 44- 
year-old Bonham said: “It means a 
lot to me. To be recognised like 
that, you feel a sense of achieve¬ 
ment. 

“My grandfather would be so 
proud that I’ve been recognised in 
my home county. 

“It’s fantastic to be at the Civic 


and from the moment we called it 
Black Country Communion, we 
knew we had to play here.” 

Bonham is no stranger to the 
venue, having played there with 
UFO in 2004 and Foreigner the 
following year. 

He said: “I’ve been to see loads of 
bands here and it’s a huge place for 
me. It’s a very cool venue and it’s 
always better to have all-standing 
gigs.” 

Wolverhampton Mayor Council¬ 
lor Malcolm Gwinnett who was 
also at the December 29 event to 
mark the band members’ induc¬ 
tion into the hall of fame, said: “It’s 
a fantastic thing for Wolverhamp¬ 
ton. 

“We’ve already got a sporting 
hall of fame and we really needed 
a pop hall of fame because we’ve 
had fantastic bands in this area 
over the years.” 

Fans travelled from around the 
country to see the show. They 
included electrical contractor 
Mike Carroll, aged 54, from 
Southport, who made the journey 


with his 19-year-old son James. 

Mr Carroll Snr said: “I felt com¬ 
pelled to come because of the line¬ 
up. I just wanted to hear Black 
Country Communion at a Black 
Country gig.” 

Concrete firm worker Andy 
Whitworth, aged 37, travelled 
from Halifax for the show. He said: 
“I’m a big fan of John and Glenn 
and I really dig what they are 
doing with the band.” 

Environmental worker Sara 
Latham, aged 37, from Stafford 
Road, Fordhouses, Wolverhamp¬ 
ton, said: “I’m a big fan of Joe 
Bonamassa. I like the music 
because it’s different and because 
it’s heavy but it’s not just a loud 
noise. They are real musicians 
instead of a boy band.”

Molten metal flows as band 
makes a triumphant return 


Black Country Communion, 
Wolverhampton Civic Hall. 

THE Black Country has a new band to 
claim as its own, one firmly in the tra¬ 
dition of Led Zeppelin, Black Sabbath 
and Judas Priest. 

The region established on the pounding 
of metal had plenty of pounding metal to 
celebrate when the supergroup came home 
for their first official gig after storming to 
the top of the rock charts with self-titled 
debut album Black Country Communion. 

Former Trapeze and Deep Purple rocker 
Glenn Hughes has swapped home in 
Cannock for southern California, and 
gained a transAtlantic drawl, but the “voice 
of rock” was in fine form at the venue where 
he first performed 40 years earlier. 

Joining him was Dudley-born Jason 
Bonham, a great drummer like his late 
father, the Led Zep sticksman John; and 
two Americans, guitarist Joe Bonamassa 
and keyboardist Derek Sherinian.

From the moment Hughes’ thunderous 
bassline introduced the band’s anthem 
Black Country, the song which topped and 
tailed the gig, the sell-out audience knew 
they were in for something special. 

The combination of four great talents 
gelled to perfection. Hughes can still hit 
notes only previously attained by scalded 


cats with apparent ease and his fluid, funky 
bass makes the molten metal flow. The 
sharp-dressed Bonamassa plays with a 
masterful eloquence that makes him a can¬ 
didate for best blues rock guitarist of his 
era. Sherinian has a Ray Manzarek-like 
touch on the keys. But the heartbeat of the 
band is Bonham’s propulsive drumming. 

Highlights of the 90-minute set included 
the bluesy Beggarman, an extended 
version of Too Late For The Sun and Bona¬ 
massa star vehicles Song of Yesterday and 
The Ballad of John Henry. 

Then BCC turned back the clock for 
Trapeze opus Medusa and, in tribute to 
John Bonham, a version of Led Zep’s No 
Quarter. Sista Jane was delivered with a 
Stones-like swagger before the band 
returned to encore with a scorching version 
of Deep Purple’s Burn. 

The crowd seemed reluctant to leave 
until Hughes promised that the band would 
return in the summer to commune some 
more.

French firm says its electronic alternative to a 4x4 is ideal for any further cold snaps 

Getting to grips with winter 


i 


BRITAIN’S big freeze has seen continued interest in 
4x4s. But there can be big sacrifices to make on emis¬ 
sions, and therefore tax, fuel consumption and insurance 
costs for some models. 

Now Peugeot is highlighting its 4x4 alternative, designed to 
give drivers enhanced driving ability in poor conditions, while 
remaining affordable and comfortable in everyday use. 

The option is the firm’s 3008 “crossover” fitted with Peugeot’s 
innovative Grip Control. 

Grip Control consists of an intelligent traction control system 
and special Mud and Snow tyres. It automatically improves 
traction on difficult surfaces such as snow, mud, dirt tracks and 
wet grass. 

The system works with the vehicle’s ESP (Electronic Stability 
Programme) to maintain the best possible traction from both 
front wheels. It has five selectable operating modes which can 
be chosen by the driver from a dedicated control mounted on the 
centre console. 

In Standard mode, the vehicle’s ESP system is calibrated for 
typical grip levels found on normal road surfaces, where there 
are low levels of wheel slip. 

Snow mode adapts the system to gain the best traction from 


each of the front wheels when the car is pulling away. As the car 
increases speed, the system constantly tweaks the traction 
control to maintain acceleration in the face of variable grip con¬ 
ditions. 

The system returns to Standard once you are over 31mph. 

All-terrain mode copes with mud, dirt tracks and wet grass by 
allowing a high level of slip on the least stable wheel when 
pulling away to remove excess mud and improve grip. At the 
same time, the wheel with the strongest grip level is given as 
much torque as possible. 

Modes 

As the system is electronically controlled the torque offset 
between the front wheels can be as much as 100 per cent, well 
beyond normal limits for a limited slip differential. As the car 
gains speed, the system continually works against wheel slip to 
give the driver the best possible control over the vehicle up to 
50mph. 

Sand mode allows slight wheel slip on both drive wheels 
simultaneously, to allow the vehicle to make headway and 
reduce the risk of getting stuck in the sand. Here again, the 
control provided is superior to that of a limited slip differential 


(LSD). In this mode, Standard mode kicks in automatically 
above a speed of 75mph. There is also an ESP Off setting, which 
disconnects ESP and Grip Control up to 31mph, giving control 
to the driver. Above this speed, “ESP Standard” selects automat¬ 
ically. 

Peugeot’s Grip Control option also includes the standard 
fitment of 215/60 R16 Michelin Latitude Tour HP “Mud and 
Snow” tyres, which are suitable for off-road use. These tyres 
have special StabiliGrip blades within the tread pattern that 
can lock together to maintain good tread contact with the driven 
terrain. 

Grip Control gives the Peugeot 3008 Crossover a great all¬ 
round ability as well as providing excellent towing and carrying 
capabilities for better weather, making it a genuine car for all 
seasons. 

And, when the weather changes the system has none of the 
disadvantages with regards to increased weight and emissions 
of a standard mechanical 4x4 system. 

Peugeot’s Grip Control is available as standard on the 
Peugeot 3008 SR Crossover and as a £470 option on the Peugeot 
3008 Sport and Exclusive HDi 112 & HDi 150 Crossover models.

THE Volkswagen Sharan 
people carrier has been 
awarded one of the highest 
ever safety scores since the 
introduction of more stringent 
crash tests by Euro NCAP. 

The big VW scored five stars, 
with an overall rating of 96 per 
cent, reflecting its high level of 
safety features. 

The results for adult protection 
in frontal, side and rear impacts 
as well as child and pedestrian 
safety mean Volkswagen’s most 
advanced people carrier is among 
the safest vehicles in its category. 

Passive safety in the Sharan 
has been boosted through innova¬ 
tive restraint systems which 
include nine airbags; a curtain 
airbag system for all three rows of

ENERGY and train prices 
might be rising, but car buyers 
in the New Year can look 
forward to some January 
bargain-hunting now that the 
cost of buying many new 
Renaults is being cut in early 
2011 - in spite of the 
increased VAT rate. 

Following the recent simplifica¬ 
tion of its car range, Renault has 
announced key model pricing 
with immediate effect, including 
the new 20 per cent VAT rate. 

The welcome news for anyone 
with funds left after the festive 
period is that many of the best¬ 
sellers will be the same price, or in 
many cases, substantially less 
than now, by up to £2,000. 

Compared to October 2010 
prices there are some substantial 
savings to be made, including 
many of the company’s best¬ 
selling versions. 

Among them, there is £1,415 off 
the Dynamique TomTom dCi 150 
version of Laguna Hatch at 
£20,485, and £1,315 off the 
equivalent Sport Tourer. 

Their striking two-door sister 
also ushers in the New Year with 
some healthy cuts, with Laguna 
Coupe GT Line TomTom 2.0 dCi 
180 £1,970 less than before, at 
£25,000. 

The now top-of-the-range GT 
Line TomTom V6 dCi 235 Auto is 
even more of a bargain, with 
£2,300 off of its former £30,800 
list price. 

The flagship of the Renault 
range, Grand Espace, also joins 
the New Year celebrations with 
£2,050 sliced off the Dynamique 
TomTom 2.0 dCi 150, now 


£26,550. Further down the range, 
up to £1,055 has been trimmed off 
Dynamique TomTom versions of 
Megane Hatch, with an average of 
£410 off of the entry-level Expres¬ 
sion versions too. 

The svelte Megane Coupe has 
also slimmed down, with a size¬ 
able £1,060 taken off the 
Dynamique TomTom 1.4 TCe 130, 
now £17,995, and a typical cut of 
£430 on Expression. 

Brits are well-known for enjoy¬ 
ing the odd open-air drive on a 
crisp winter morning, so what 
better time to snap up a drop-top 
than by opting for a Megane

Renault has also increased 
equipment specification at no 
extra cost.

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Voyage of Discovery in the snow 


There’s nothing out 
there to touch this 
great seven-seater 

THERE can’t be too many firms which actually relished the 
pre-Christmas freeze-up that saw much of the country grind to 
a halt. Apart from Land Rover, of course. 

Bad weather generally signals a boost in inquiries about the West 
Midlands firm’s vehicles - and having been lucky enough to be driving 
a Discovery 4 for much of the Arctic snap, I can see why. Frankly, the 
car proved a godsend. 

Ironically, the fourth generation Discovery was launched just over a year ago 
with Land Rover looking to concentrate on the car’s much improved on-road per¬ 
formance, writes Peter Carroll. 

But with the region blanketed in snow it was the traditional Land Rover 
strengths of ruggedness and all-weather agility that came to the fore. 

Despite not being fitted with winter 

tyres, the Disco proved remarkably OhH fini irOC

weather. 

It only slithered uncomfortably once 
and that was down to driver error 
caused by me booting it up an icy hill 
while turning at the same time. 

For the most part, it was a case of 
selecting Grass, Gravel, Snow from 
the Terrain Response rotary control 
unit and letting the car take care of the 
rest. 

Sand 

Some Land Rover drivers are 
content to leave their cars in standard 
4x4 mode and never get to grips with 
what their vehicles can do when the 
going gets tough - but Terrain 
Response was designed to come into 
its own when confronted with a range 
of different surfaces. 

It has settings for coping with wet 
grass, sand or mud, as well as a rock 
crawling mode. 

The snow setting locks the rear dif¬ 
ferential to stop wheel spin and also 
retards the throttle for the same 
reason. 

The driver can monitor the status of 
the differentials on the screen in the 
centre of the dashboard. 

All you have to do is take it easy on

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the road and leave plenty of room 
between yourself and the vehicle in 
front and you should be fine. Even if 
the snow is deep you always have the 
option of raising the air suspension. 

Of course there’s no setting, even on 
a Land Rover, which can cope with 
sheet ice. The best approach here is to 
slow right down and constantly 
monitor the state of the road for tell¬ 
tale flecks of ice. 

If you have a manual you need to use 
as high a gear as possi¬ 
ble; if the car is auto¬ 
matic you can accomplish 
this by switching to 
manual mode. Anyone 
living on a steep slope 
and considering a Dis¬ 
covery may find they still 
need to fit snow chains to 
their tyres for that little 
bit of extra traction in icy 
conditions. 

The test car came 
through its bad weather 
test with flying colours 
and in fact proved itself 
the consummate family 
leisure vehicle. Spacious, 
practical, comfortable, it 
also offered a surpris¬ 
ingly refined driving 
experience. 

Parking may prove an 
issue for some - even 
with cameras providing 
360 degree coverage. The 
Disco is a substantial 
beast - longer than a 
short wheelbase Transit 
van and only around a 
foot narrower. Light 
steering helps take some 
of the hassle out of 
manoeuvring but you’ll 
still have to hunt for a 
larger parking space 
than normal.

Fuel economy, at 
around 25mpg, is reason¬ 
able for a car of this size 
but the lighter BMW X5 
scores over the Land 
Rover when it comes to 
economy and emissions. 

The supplied Discov¬ 
ery was a top-of-the- 
range HSE with all the 
toys, costing a fraction 
over £50,000 to put on 
the road. The XS, which 
still has leather seats but 
costs £43,345, arguably 
offers better value.

Wolves bump down to 


West Ham 2 Wolves 0 

IT MIGHT be a new year, but it was no 
new start from Wolves. 

For all that the scoreline slightly flattered 
West Ham, the 1,500 or so travelling fans were 
reminded of the failings that have left their 
team bottom of the table at the halfway point 
of the season. 

That Hammers keeper Robert Green was named 
man of the match underlined the full part Wolves 
played in this game, writes Tim Nash. 

But for all the sterling efforts of their own top per¬ 
former - the reborn Richard Stearman - Wolves lost 
because they were found wanting where it matters 
most, in both penalty areas. 

West Ham fielded England internationals in the 
spine of their team in Green, Matthew Upson, Scott 
Parker and Carlton Cole, while Wolves soldier on 
with Jody Craddock, Karl Henry and Kevin Doyle 
still out. 

And it was that lack of leadership which proved 
crucial in determining the margins of this fixture. 

Would Craddock have pushed up for offside for the 
first goal? Woulde he have allowed Freddie Sears to 
go unnoticed in the penalty area for the second? 

Ronald Zubar admitted the second goal was down 
to “poor communication”. 

Manager Mick McCarthy said his team committed 
“football suicide”, and it was easy to understand his 
frustrations. 

Clearance 

After getting to half-time at 0-0 and with a goal¬ 
line clearance by Stearman - from Sears - already 
logged you could be forgiven for thinking this was 
going to be Anfield all over again. 

But three days on from that memorable win at Liv¬ 
erpool, there was to be no repeat. 

When they had their best spell of the game just 
after half-time, Wolves couldn’t muster a goal to 
infuse themselves with the necessary urgency to 
close out this match. 

West Ham’s senses were always going to be 
heightened for this game after the way Wolves ruth¬ 
lessly tore them apart in March. 

Yet if they could have pierced the rearguard of sim¬ 
ilarly fragile opposition, Wolves could have gone on 
to claim three points. 

Without that game-changing moment, they were 
at the mercy of conceding themselves. 

And, while they were masters of their own down¬ 
fall attempting to play offside in the build-up to it, 
Zubar’s unfortunate own goal on the same ground 
where he was a hero in March snatched the impetus 
away from them at a crucial time. 

Sympathy 

However unlucky it may have appeared, Wolves 
didn’t deserve too much sympathy because Cole 
should have already converted before Frederic 
Piquionne’s cross hit Zubar. 

That was the cue for the Hammers to try to press 
home their advantage and Wayne Hennessey almost 
nonchalantly pushed Upson’s towering header 
against the bar before catching the rebound. 

The storm passed, however, and in an increasingly 
open second half, Sylvan Ebanks-Blake thumped a 
header against the woodwork in the 77th minute to 
leave fans thinking a comeback was on the cards. 

But two minutes later Sears swept home Tal Ben 
Haim’s right-wing centre to sentence Wolves to their 
eighth away defeat on 10 Premier League outings. 

It could have been so different, however. 

As usual, Wolves had their chances to have 
snatched a breakthrough well before they found 
themselves in trouble. 

Ebanks-Blake’s seventh-minute shot on the turn 
was blocked and Cole, of all people, prevented 
Christophe Berra from forcing the ball home on the 
line. 

Green’s man of the match billing came from smart 
second-half saves to keep out Berra’s header and 
Stephen Ward’s curling effort, as well as an almost 
certain own goal, when he showed superb reactions 
to prevent a header from one of his own players 
flying in from a Matt Jarvis corner. 

On the day, Wolves couldn’t count on such fortune 
and this result left many pondering where their next

points are going to come from. 

The FA Cup aside, the searching examinations 
presented by Chelsea and Manchester City next up 
look daunting enough. 

But it would be more footballing suicide to think 
Wolves can write these games off. 

They have already beaten City and went close at 
Stamford Bridge in one of their best performances of 
the season. 

Robbed of their own star players, Chelsea are still 
not the force they were at the start of the season. 

Current 

Wolves’ current record of lose one, win one, over 
the last seven games means they should come up 
trumps against the champions, however unlikely 
that seems. 

And statistics suggest they can’t afford to believe 
their points will come from those teams in a similar 
predicament. 

Defeat at West Ham made it one win from seven 
this season against the teams around them. 

Victory against Birmingham is the only time 
McCarthy’s side have triumphed over opposition 
fighting the drop. 

West Ham have taken four points off them, Wigan 
six, and Fulham and Blackburn three each. 

So it would be little surprise if McCarthy contin¬ 
ues to take the game to the opposition, despite the 
facing the big boys, in a bid to cause an upset.

Tale of two spot-kicks 
as Baggies miss out 


SANTA gave Roberto Di Matteo a 
wide berth this Christmas. 

Three defeats, seven goals con¬ 
ceded, just two scored and a grim slide 
towards the relegation zone. 

All this from games against Bolton, 
Blackburn Rovers and Manchester United 
which the Baggies could have referred to 
the European Court for Human Rights for 
the results to be overturned. 

But Di Matteo and his players have to 
believe their gifts from this festive season 
will arrive sooner or later, writes Martin 
Swain. 

While there is nothing more dangerous 
or self-deluding than a team welded to 
hard-luck stories, there is still too much to 
admire about Albion to believe the game 
will not reward them further down the 
line. 

The Baggies are in the thick of multiple 
personnel problems and have lost the 
habit of winning games. In their latest 
exercise in misadventure, the freakish run 
of crocked or suspended defenders contin¬ 
ued with Pablo Ibanez and Steven Reid 
becoming casualties of the battle with 
United. 

And yet still they outplayed the 
unbeaten league leaders with a further 
demonstration of the stylish, progressive 
football The Hawthorns has enjoyed all 
season — before reminding everyone they 
remain masters of discovering new ways to 
lose a game. 

It is to be hoped that, despite the down¬ 
turn in results, no-one loses faith in 
Albion’s modus operandi as things start to 
get twitchy. 

The Baggies remain an impressive tem¬ 
plate for the huge majority of English clubs

who must forge an existence based ulti¬ 
mately on punters through the gate and 
not the generosity of a benefactor. 

Or referees it seems. You could trace the 
source of Albion’s subsequent difficulties 
this season to the unfortunate Ibanez dis¬ 
missal at Blackpool all those weeks ago. 

You might, therefore, argue that they 
had more than enough reason to be miffed 
when Gary Neville escaped conceding a 
penalty and an inevitable red card when he 
chopped down Graham Dorrans as the 
Scotland international was about to score 
in the first half. 

“If that had been us, you’d have sent him 
off,” has become a favoured battlecry from 
their Black Country neighbours over per¬ 
ceived injustices, and Albion fans could be 
forgiven for thinking the same. 

Intimidation 

Maybe, referee Chris Foy’s aberration 
was influenced by all those years of bully¬ 
ing and intimidation of officials directed 
from the manager’s office at Old Trafford; 
send a United player off at the peril of what 
may be directed at you in the media by a 
manager who is allowed to operate under a 
different code of conduct to his rivals. 

If Sir Alex Ferguson’s brooding presence 
and ability to make trouble for officials was 
a factor, Foy should not have worried. 

Because this was one decision even 
Fergie admitted United were fortunate to 
survive. 

“Gary was lucky to stay on,” he said. “It 
was a penalty. At first I thought he had got 
a touch but, when I saw it again, he was 
lucky.” Unfortunately, sympathy for Albion 


was later strained when Jerome Thomas 
induced a trip from Rio Ferdinand to secure 
a spot-kick which Peter Odemwingie 
dragged wide even as Albion fans were won¬ 
dering whether either Chris Brunt or 
Graham Dorrans would not have been more 
sure-footed takers. 

United, having been pegged back by a 
waspish James Morrison strike which can¬ 
celled out a fairly tamely-conceded opener 
by Wayne Rooney, do not look gift horses in 
the mouth. Taking their momentum from 
that let-off, they duly won the game with a 
rare flurry of pressure which induced suffi¬ 
cient confusion in Albion’s defence for sub¬ 
stitute Javier Hernandez to head home 
unmarked from six yards. 

This goal provoked some furious argu¬ 
ments among Di Matteo’s players. A raging 
Brunt appeared to blame Soman Tchoyi; 
Paul Scharner and Scott Carson were 
locked in a heated exchange. Good. 

Albion need this kind of healthy venom to 
drag themselves out of this slump and 
ensure they do not lapse into self pity. 

But, most of all, they — players and sup¬ 
porters - need to keep the faith. 

That’s become something of an over-used 
football cliche but, in Albion’s case, it res¬ 
onates perfectly. 

They must believe theirs is still the right 
way to go, that they will get vital players 
back from injury and suspension, that Di 
Matteo will find the extra striker he 
requires this month and that, in Morrison 
and Dorrans, the team has match-winning 
players finally coming on to their game. 

Albion’s position looks perilous and cer¬ 
tainly allows no room for complacency. 
But - and yes, I know the folly of this line - 
they are too good to go down. 

And I’m backing them to prove it.

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Japanese 
journey for 
judo star 

Samurai judo ace Kate Walker has travelled to 
the sport’s homeland for a two-week training 
camp. Here are her impressions. 

I HAD the opportunity this December of trav¬ 
elling to Japan for a two-week training camp 
with the England team, all expenses paid by 
John Lewis Partners in Sport. 

After my shoulder injury and operation pre¬ 
vented me from competing throughout the 
summer, I had discussed with my Great Britain 
coaches a long haul training camp in December. 
With the 2012 London Olympics looming I knew I 
had to seek further hard training elsewhere to try 
and catch up again. 

A younger England Judo team had arranged to 
travel to Japan, the perfect opportunity for me to 
join them on this trip. 

Japan is the origin and capital for judo in the 
world. There are eight million judo players in Japan 
and no other country has more world and Olympic 
champions. 

I After having been to 
H Japan twice before for 
■ training and competi- 
tion, I believe there are 
• no other tougher, longer 
and more physical and 
mentally draining train¬ 
ing sessions. 

For the first week we 
b flew to the South of 
H Japan ‘Kagoshima’ to 
H train at a university with 
other high school and 
Kate Walker older students. In the 
mornings we were up 
blurry eyed daily at 6am to work on the athletics 
track at 6.30am. We were put through our paces 
doing 8x400m laps of fast running followed by 
3x400m sprints and 4x200m sprints, all of which 
were highly competitive. 

We finished the early morning session with 100 
press-ups, 100 sit-ups, 100 crunches and 30 
chins, then headed for breakfast! There were more 
than 50 players on the judo mat with gruelling 
three and a half hour fighting sessions per day. 

For the second week we travelled to Tokyo and 
joined the German and French national teams 
along with the many Japanese. I had the opportu¬ 
nity of watching the Tokyo Grand Slam interna¬ 
tional judo competition and analysed my 
opponents in the under-63kg weight class. 

Tournament 

It was an incredibly strong tournament with the 
top 12 players on the world ranking list competing 
within the 30-person category. It was interesting 
to see how the world champion Japanese fighter 
was unexpectedly beaten in the second round 
and how the French competitors dominated. 

This made me hungry to fight them all on the 
international training camp following the event. 

I had to adjust my fighting style to the country in 
which my opponent was from. Japanese fighters 
tend to take a more traditional sleeve and collar 
grip using lots of foot movement. 

The Germans and Russians go for high grips, 
using a lot more strength but less mobility to 
throw. 

Although the sessions were physical and full of 
bruises, I was pleased to outgrip the Japanese 
world champion, throw many of the competitors 
and develop my techniques. 

This trip has been vital for my preparation into 
2011 .
